Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendments filed on 3/29/04 and 6/3/04 are acknowledged. 

Status of claims 

2. Claims 2, 4, 5, 6, 10 and 12 have been amended. 
Claims 1, 8-9 and 13-46 are canceled. 

Claims 2-7 and 10-12 are pending. 

Claim Rejection - 35 (JSC 102 moot 

3. In view of cancellation of claim 24, the rejection of claim 24 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being clearly anticipated by Boehringer Mannheim Biochemicals (1991 Catalog page 557), 
Stratagene (1991 Product Catalog, page 66), Gibco BRL (Catalogue & Reference Guide 1992, 
page 292), Promega (1993/1994 Catalog, pages 90-91) or New England BioLabs (Catalog 
1986/1987, pages 60- -62) is moot. 

Claim Rejection - 35 USC112, second paragraph 

4. In view of cancellation of claim 24, the rejection of claim 24 under 35 U.S.C 112, second 
paragraph is moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC112, first paragraph withdrawn 

5. In view of cancellation of claims 1, 8, 9, 23, 24 and 46 and amendment to the claims 2, 6, 
10 and 12, the rejection of claims 1-12, 23, 24 and 46 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
written Description Rejection and the enablement rejections are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 withdrawn 

6. In view of cancellation of claims 1 and 24 and amendment to the claim 2, the rejection of 
claims 1-2 and 24 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sim et al 1989(Molecular and 
Biochemical Parasitology: 34:127-134) is withdrawn. 
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7. In view of cancellation of claims 1 , 8, 9 and 24 and amendment to the claims 2, 6, 10 
and 12, the rejection of claims 1-3, 6-12, and 24 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Vinetz et al 1999(PNAS: 96:14061-14066) is withdrawn. 

Remarks 

8. Claims 2-7 and 10-12 are free of prior art. The present invention relates to a malarial 
parasite protein. Claims are drawn to a novel recombinant Plasmodium chitinase nucleic acid 
molecule as set forth in SEQ.ID.NO: 1 and the encoding protein, SEQ.ID.NO: 3. These claims 
are neither anticipated nor suggested by any prior art. Plasmodium chitinase is a potential 
target for blocking transmission from the vertebrate host to the mosquito vector. 

9. Claims 4, 2, 6, 7, 3, 5, 10, 1 1 and 12 are allowed and have been renumbered as 1-9 
respectively.
